Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in reply to Applicant's Response (RCE) dated November 1 8, 
2010. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-20, and 22 are in the condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 recites "... means for generating a motion image map, the 

motion image map representing areas with high frequency and less frequency of motion 
of the operator and being obtained by layering images of difference that represent the 
differences in images between frames of said mirrored video image feature, 
said image combining means being adapted to determine an area where said object 
image is to be combined, depending on a range and frequency of the motion of the 
image of said operator as determined on from the motion image map..." which are 
feature that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. The other 
independent claims 19, 20, and 22 have similar feature as claim 1 . Therefore, all the 
pending claims 1-5, 7-20, and 22 are in the condition for the allowance.
